Cost of 
materials 
increased 


Cost of materials purchased by 
the Canadian brewing industry in- 
creased by 1014: percent last year, 
while sales increased by 314 per- 
cent, according to figures released 
by the Dominion Brewers Associa- 
tion, Ottawa, Total material pur- 
chases in 1957 rose to $58.4 mil- 
lion, from a $52.7 million in 1956. 

In 1957, brewery purchases of 
barley malt, all of it produced 
from Canadian barley, increased 
from 380- million pounds to more 
than 400. million, an increase of 
5.3 percent. Purchases of Canadian 
hops also increased by 3.3 percent. 

Expenditure for cartons, bottle 
caps, cans and similar material 


‘increased from $22 million to more 


than $25 million, an increase of 
14 percent. And this ddes not in- 
clude purchases of new bottles, 
cases, barrels and kegs. 

Between 1956 and 1957, the av- 
erage annual wage per production 
worker increased from $3,799 to 
$4,042, an increase of 6 percent, 
the statement disclosed. 

Capital and. repair expenditures 
moved from $16 million in 1956 to 
$24 millioh in 1957. Of this, capi- 
tal expenditure on construction, 
machinery and equipment-.account- 
ed for $12 million in 1956 and $18 
million in 1957. Repair and main- 
tenance came to $4 million -in 
1956, $6.5 million in 1957. 

Other major items in the price 
of beer are the various special 
taxes which brewers pay, in addi- 
tion to the usual business taxes. 
These increased by 9 percent, 
from $127.7 million in 1956: to 
$139.5 million in 1957. Federal 
sales tax went from $25.7 to $26 
million,’and the provincial gallon- 
age taxes from $18 million to 
$23.4 million, an increase of 29,2 
percent. Amount collected for 
brewers’ licence fees increased ‘by 
12.8 percent, from $2.7 million to 
$3 million. The largest of the-spe- 
cial taxes on’ beer, the federal ex- 
cise duty, increased by 7.2 per- 
cent, from $81 million to $87 mil- 
lion.

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Province signs 
South Sask. 
atreement 


« The long waited agreemenf un- 
der -which the Province of Sask- 
atchewan and the Federal Gov- 
ernment will proceed with con- 
struction of the South Saskatche- 
wan River Development Project 
was signed Monday, July 14th, at 
shortly after 4 p.m. by Premier 
T. C. Douglas in the library of the 
Legislative’ Building at Regina. 
Actually the Premier signed two 
copies, one for each government 
concerned. 

The agreement, outlining in de- 
tail the responsibilities of the two 
governments in construction and 
maintenance.of the dam and other 
structures, was signed on the con- 
federation table in the presence of 
G. LL. McKenzie, director of 
P.F.R.A. and provincial cabinet 
ministers. It will be sent to Ot- 
tawa for signing by Minister of 
Agriculture Harkness, 

Under the agreement, arrived at 
after considerable discussion over 
a period of several months, the 
Federal Government will pay 75 
percent of the genera) reservoir 
construction costs which includes 
the main dam and other necessary 
structures. Uhe province has 
agreed to pay 25 percent of the 
cost up to $25 million. In addition 
the province will bear the costs of 
hydro developments and the irri- 
gation system. 

The Premier signed the docu- 
ment in spite .f the fact that no 
agreement was reached on the 
controversial clause which has 


“——— | held up signing for more than a 


week, The Premier did this to in- 
crease chances of construction be- 
ginning this year, and in the ex- 
pectation that further negotiations | 
will take place between the two 
governments on the maintenance 
issue. 

The Federal government is ex- 
pected to-call-tenders- for a start 
in construction shortly after sign- 
ing. The first work wil] be con- 
struction of access roads to the 
site, a construction bridge over 
the Saskatchewan River for use of 
workmen and machinery and a 
camp site. 

The signing of the much talked 
about agreement culminates at 
least 13 years of serious talk on 
behalf of various governments, -It 
also ends a much longer period of. 
less serious discussion by - count- 
less persons with an idea that a 
large irrigation project would help 
solve the problem of.dry weather 
and’ lowered — production which 
from time to time has faced Sas- 
katchewan agriculture. ‘ 

Saskatchewan’s “economy has 
long since been, bolstered by ott 
and other minerals as well as 
manufacturing, but it is univer'sal- 
ly agreed that the dam and its 
connected structures, principally 
hydro, will serve a much needed 
place in the future of the province 
and its people. —

_ Farm accidents are a national 
problem in Canada, and. every- 
where else where people till the 
soil for. the production of food. 
The loss of hundreds of lives and 
the injury of many, thousands of 
farm residents in preventable ac- 
cidents has begun to trouble the 
national conscience. é 
Saskatchewan’s fiifth . annual 
Farm Safety Week will be ob- 
served July 20 and 26, /There will 
be similar observance in Alberta, 
but elsewhere in this country no 
organized program exists for the 
prevention of accidents in farm 
work and rural homes. However, 
two. national organizations are 
studying the problem and consid- 
ering joint action to attack it. 


In Saskatchewan the_ initiative 
was taken six years ago by ‘the 
Department of. Public Health, 
the guar ; 
‘accident. In its provines t 
the west, t ‘Iberta Safety 
Council has taken the lead. An 
important step toward, action in 
other western provinces was taken 
at the first Western Canada Farm 
Safety Conference in Edmonton 
early this year, one of the. out- 
comes being the drganization of a 
Western ~Canada Farm | Safety 
Committee. 


In obtaining and analyzing de- 
tailed information on the magni- 
tude and important aspects of 
farm accidents, the Saskatche- 
wan health department has been 
a trail-blazer. It has had the part- 
nership of a,number of important 
organizations and institutions in 
developing this understanding of 
the. actual. accident situation. 
Among the most important contri- 
butions have been the detailed re- 
ports of all Saskatchewan hos- 


pitals on accident cases admitted

We also Know in what kinds of 
accidents they were kilied. Fur- 
ther, we know that more than 
3,000. farm residents were ad- 
mitted to hospitals after accidents 
in 1957, and we know why.

economic loss: 

In this safety education pro- 
gram, the department has had 
powerful allies in public and vol- 
untary organizations nd com- 
mercial interests, for instance, 
the Saskatchewan Farmers’ 
Union, the Wheat Pool, the Ag- 
ricultural Representative Service 
of the Department of Agriculture, 
the 4-H Clubs, Boards of Trade, 
and the implement industry, In- 
surance companies, too; have as- 
sisted. While the department 
spends considerable sums on pur- 
chased space and time, *he mess- 
ages to the farm people would 
not have reached so many with- 
out the help of the press, radio 
and television facilities. 

The role of the deparrment has 
been to use the mass media of 
information anc education to give 
‘information and stimulate in- 
terest, to organize activity, and 
to supply the educational materi- 
als — literature, posters, exhibits 
and films, Each year new items 
have been added. This year the 
health department has _ printed 
many thousands of window stick- 
ers and envelope inserts, .

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News Report 
From. Edmonton 
-By Ken Mason 
EDMONTON—A couple of 
‘weeks ago we spotted an item in 
the government’s weekly Farm 
Notes, which said beekeepers 
may be throwing away money 
when they clean the honey out 
of frames in the fall and discard 
the bee brood. ’ 
The larvae and pupae, Farm 
Notes continued. might be turn- 
ed to profit in the form of a 
“palatable and nourishing food.” 
This, we decided, required 
further investigation. So we call- 
ed on Dr. Brian Hocking, head 
of the entomology department at 
the University ‘of Alberta, and 
Fumio Matsumura, graduate stu- 
.dent from Japan who is here on 
a scholarship doing insect re- 

search, — 
Mr. Matsumura, who thinks 
nothing of eating baby bees, has 
learned through scientific tests 
that they are equal to beéfsteak 
in protein content and way 
ahead in vitamins A and D. 
As for the flavor, your fear- 
less correspondent wasn’t quite 
fearless enough to try some. But 
we learned that reactions are 
varied from those who have 
sampled the delicacy. 
Unborn bees were deep fried 
and tasted by members of the 
home economics staff at the uni- 
versity and: at the agriculture 
department. In most cases, the 
taster found the flavor not un- 
pleasant until she learned what 
she was eating. Then it lost its 
appeal. 
The flavor was compared with 
everything from Rice Krispies 
and crushed nuts to pork crack- 
lings. The only real objection 
was psychological.. J. W. Ed- 
munds, provincial apiarist, was 
an exception. His reaction: “de- 
lectable.” 
Bee brood is already available 
in Alberta, imported in 3144- 
ounce tins which sell for around 
$2 on specialty food counters. 
At that rate, baby bees are 
worth about $16,000 a ton. Al- 
- berta beekeepers destroy some 
20 tons a year, and that adds up 
to more than $300,000 
If infant bees can be marketed 
as a luxury food for those who 
like rare and exotic morsels, it 
could provide a new source of 
’ revenue for farmers. An appeal- 
ing name — m the French 
word for bees — might put it 
over to those with’ sensitive 
stomachs. That, however, is a 
problem for the advertising and 
marketing geniuses. 
Actually, there’s nothing real- 
ly unusual about eating insects. 
Many primitive. tribes make bugs 
an important part of their diet, 
and the nutritional value is high. 
For some reason, only civilized 
man’s stomach turns somer- 
saults at the prospect.

WHERE'S THE RAIN?—Con- 
tinued dry weather has damaged 
crops over a wide area of Al- 
berta and has created the worst 


early summer of 1956. 

Much of eastern Alberta and 
most of northern Alberta have 
been hard-hit by drought. Pro- 
vincial agriculture officials last 
week .said the. crops are so far 
_ gone in some areas that rainfall 
now would be too late to do 
much good. 

In southern Alberta, ‘the mois- 
ture supply is adequate and bet- 
‘ ter than average crops are in 
prospect: Western regions also 
have had enough rainfall, along 
with the western part of the 
Peace River country. 

There were 14 forest fires 
burning in Alberta last week, 
and only one was out of control, 
but as the dry weather contin- 
ued the fire hazard in the for- 
ests was becoming explosive. 
Only in western regions was 
there enough moisture to re- 
duce the hazard. 

The provincial forestry branch 
hasn’t. regretted its decision to 
employ aircraft in the fight 
against forest fires. Last week 
the department had its own pro- 
peller-driven plane ahd helicopt- 
er in the air, as well as two 
leased aircraft and three chart- 
ered planes, for a total of seven

HITCH-HIKER 
HAZARDS 


The opening of the summer 
motoring season has again 
brought a-warning from motor 
club officials of the danger of 
picking up hitch-hikers. who are 
strangers. 

The forlorn gesture of the 
lonely hitch-hiker may arouse 
sympathy to most motorists but 
an official of the American. Auto- 
mobile Association warns that 
those who stop to pick him up 
are asking for trouble. 

Pointing out that the record 
of hitch-hiker crimes . rises 
sharply in the summer months, 


‘the official added that many a 
Good Samaritan motorist who | 


offered a ride to.a “clean cut 
young hiker” had wound up in 
a hospital, minus car-and cash. 

According to the Federal Bur- 
eau of Investigation in the U.S., 
the prints of two out of five 
thumbs raised to beg a ride are 
on file with the police. 

An official points out that the 
majority of hitch-hikers do not 
intend: to do the motorist harm 
and are law abiding citizens who 
merely would like the courtesy 
of a ride, but enough criminals 
use this method to find a victim 
that picking up a stranger is not | 
worth the risk. 

Aside from being robbed or 
beaten, the official explained, 
there is another very good reas- 
on for ignoring the outstretched 
thumb. In many instances, un- 
fortunate, motorists have been 
sued heavily by hiking passeng- 
ers for injuries sustained in an 
accident. 

Twenty-two states have laws 
which forbid “standing in the 
roadway for the purpose of solic- 
iting’ a ride,” but these laws do 
not protect the motorist. In ac- 
tual.fact, these laws are traffic 
safety measures and it is illegal 
in all but two states to hitch-hike 
from the sidewalk or road 
shoulder. 

In the. state. of Washington, it 
is not only illegal to solicit rides 
but the motorist. who stops to 
pick up a hitch-hiker also is 
subject to arrest. —Alberta Mot- 
or Association. 


It’s a Bug’s World 


Somebody once figured. out 
that there are as many insects 


in one square mile of land as| 


there are, people in the whole 
world. This works out. to about 
50° million insects to every hu- 
man being, so people can consid- 
er themselves lucky that most 
insects are rather small. Small 
or not, though, they have, col- 
lectively, giant-sized appetites. 
Insects destroy one-third of all 
the food man grows, and this 
figure would be much higher 
were it not for agricultural 
chemieals. Adequate chemical 
control of these food destroyers 
has enabled man to grow not 
only more food but better quali- 
ty food, and continued research 
in agricultural chemicals will 
increase food production while 
decreasing destruction.

FUR TRAPPING CAN PLAY 
IMPORTANT ECONOMIC ROLE 


Fur trapping, the province’s 
oldest. industry, can play an in- 
important economic 
role as predominently-agricultural 
Saskatchewan moves to diversify 
its economy, Harold” Read, fur 
supervisor for the natural re- 
sources department, sajd recently. 

Mr. Read. has just returned 
from ‘a 10-day tour of southern 
Saskatchewan, where he examined 
the possibilities of increasing fur 
production, ; 

He stated that most people as- 
sociate Saskatchewan's  §$2,000,- 
000-a-year fur trapping industry 
with the province's north-country. 
Actually, more than half the an- 
nual output comes from southern 
Saskatchewan. 

Mr, Read said farmers in fur 
areas .throughout southern Sas- 
katchewan could develop a profit- 
able sideline trapping. This would 


require proper attention to the 
iene and harvesting of annual 
fur crops. 

Special emphasis must be 
placed on the handling of pelts, 
sdid Mr. Read. He pointed out 
that poorly handled pelts ‘took 
the profit out of trapping faster 
than any other factor.” : ' 

He noted that Saskatchewan 
plans to publish a trapper’s guide 
next year to help promote greater 
trapping activity, It will carefully 


outline all aspects of the fur in- | 
dustry—from: trapping, to mar- | 


keting. } 

During his tour, Mr, Read said 
he “found the .water supply in

All. these protective features ‘are 
supplemented by a_ preventive' 
maintenance program.

Indian lad tops 
Grade 6 class 
at Prince Charles 


A 13-year-old Indian lad’ who 
topped his grade 6 class in honors 
looked around him and _ said, 
softly—“I only studied about half 
an hour a night.” 

Brydon Thomas — the first 
member of his race to lead a class 
in schglastic competition in Por- 
tage city—was honored at, the In- 
cian Residential School here re- 
cently. 

The lad topped his cless at 
Prince Charles School »y achiev- 
ing a 96.5 average in his June 
examinations. He was presented 
with an award by D. A. H. Nield, 
superintendent of the Portage In- 
dian Affairs Branch. 

This is the first year Brydon 
has attended a public school. Be- 
fore coming to Portage in Sep- 
tember, he took his schvoling at 
Brandon Residential School. 
“Desire to compete” 

“I like it better here,’ he said, 
“because there are more sports.” 
Brydon lists quick work, arith- 
metic and spelling as his favor- 
ite subjects. He hopes to go on 
to university. 

Brydon is one of /6 indian 
children attending public school 
and the Collegiate. in Portage la 
Prairie while living at the resi- 
dential school. 

Citing Brydon as an example, 
residential school principal W. C, 
Warren noted that “those who 
have worked, have come up con- 
tinuously.” 

The lad’s teacher, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Laurie, said he has shown 
“a.decided improvement and the 
desire to compete” in the last 
three months — “after a boy 
named Leonard Wilson beat him in 
the March exams.” | 
“One of the boys” 

Mrs. Laurie, who hnas_ been 
teaching for 21 years, told the 
gathering of people that Brydon 
is an “A-1” student and that he 
is a pleasant lad in che class- 
room. 

Brydon later said of Mrs. .Lau- 
rie, “She’s the best teacher I've 
ever had.” - 

The lad said he had 10 trouble 
making friends and getting to be 
“one of the boys.” He said he 
was well received by the other 


| children. 


His favorite sport? Hockey, 
and he found lots of time to play 
“because I only studied . about 
half an,hour a night.” 

Brydon was born at Hodgson 
and will soon be leaving to spend 
the summer holidays at home. 
He comes from a family of 12. 

What are his plans? ‘To try to 
come -first again next year.” 

Few problems 

Prince Charles school principal 
Ray Hooper said he found Indian 
children co-operative. “We. had 
very few disciplinary problems. In 
fact, percentagewise we get more 
trouble with our own children.” 

Mr. Hopper said severas of the 
Indian children have definite 
leadership qualities. “They always 
give their best: they contribute 
very well to sports.” 

Brydon was transferred to Por- 
tage, with 34 other Iindian stu- 
dents over. 12, last September. 
Students at .Portage who were 
under 12 were transferred to 
Brandon. 

This is the second year Indian 
students have attended school 
“up-town.” Previous to 1956 they 
took their schooling right in the 
residential school. 

Another lad, 13-year-old Jack- 
son Beardy stood third through- 
out the year in his grade 6 class 
at Prince Charles.—The Manitoba 
Leader, Portage la Prairie, Man.

in charge of the Fire Prevention 
Act. 

A statement said the fire com- 
missioners’ office had already re- 
ceived repurts of three fires in the 
Qu’Appelle valley caused by camp- 
fires on beaches. 

“In this extremely dry season | . 
with so little moisture in the 
ground, grass and bush fires. can 
start easily and spread rapidly. A 
small spark .carried by the wind 
from a beach campfire to the near- 
by grass can cause a destructive 
fire often resulting in the loss of 
property and someumes life,’’ he 
said. 

These simple ruies are for peo- 
ple to follow when building camp- 
fires: 

1. Never build the fire close to 
dry grass or shrub. 

Never build a campfire too big. 
Make sure yoy are in control 
of it at all times. 7 
Never build a campfire on an 
extremely windy day without 
making sure of an adequate 
pit or’ fire box to stop sparks 
blowing to nearby bush and 
grass. - 

When finished cooking with a 
campfire always make sure it 
is out.

| |STRETCHING THE HAY SUPPLY 


PRINTED perhaps. 


Advice to farmers on how to 
stretch the hay supply when 
roughage supplies for cattle feed- 
ing are limited was given recently 
by Dr. J. M. Bell, head of the ani- 
mal husbandry department of the 
University of Saskatchewan at 
Saskatoon. . 


With the drastically “reduced 
supply of hay, pasture and silage 
due to dry conditions this sum- 
mer, farmers are faced with re- 
ducing herd numbers or else_util- 
izing other feed resources until 
the next crop year" 

‘Dr. Bell said that not every 
one knows how little roughage. 

a cow can get by with or the 

comparative values of grains 

and roughages when used for 
cattle feed. 


When grains and hay are com- 
pared for sources of protein and 
energy, it is found that the grains 
are superior as a rule, with the 
possible exception of - legumes. 
This means that substitution of 
grain for part of the roughage is 
likely to improve the protein sup- 
ply. Also, because of the higher 
energy content of grain each 100 
pounds of hay could” be replaced 
by 60 to 75 pounds of grain with- 
out lowering the plane of nutri- 
tion. 

In extreme ,cases of hay short- 
age as little as four or five pounds 
of. grain without lowering: the 
plane of nutrition. . 


In extreme cases of. hay short- 
age as little as four or five pounds 
of hay a day will likely. maintain 
rumen functions, Dr. Bell said; He 
warned however that proper care 
must be taken to supply the nec- 
essary minerals and vitamins in 
the ration, Straw, poor hay. or 
ceréal grains supply no vitamin A 
so.this must be provided to pre- 
vent abortions and to increase dis- 
»ease resistance, he said. 

The necessary vitamin ‘A. sup- 
plement is available in natural 
products and synthetic forms. The 
preferred source, he said, for cat- 
tle receiving limited quantities of 
poor roughage, is dehydrated al- 
falfa meal or dehydrated cereal 
grass.

More likely they will comment on 
its smoothness of its roughness, 
its fineness or its looseness, Actu- 
ally they would help themselves if 
they learned the difference be- 
tween the words ‘woollen” and 
“worsted”. They come up so often 
in the purchase of important art- 
icles like suits; dresses, coats or 
skirts. " 

A worsted is a wool — but a 
wool fabric is not necessarily a 
worstéd, Any wool fabric breaks 
down into the two types—a wool- 
len or a worsted. A woollen is soft 
and fuzzy, a worsted is: smooth 
and crisp. The difference is in the 
preparation of the yarn used. 


Just think about what happens 
to your hair when you go hatless 
on a windy day. The strands blow 
every which way and end up mat- 
ted together like a bird’s nest. 


Beautiful woollens start with a 
similar confused interweaving and 
overlapping of tiny fibres lying in 
all directions in the woollen yarn. 

However, run a comb through 
your hair and all the strands lie; 
smoothly side by side. The same 
thing is done with wool in the. 
worsted process. After washing, 
drying, and carding, it is combed 
so that all the strands lie parallel 
with all the short ends and broken 
pieces. combed out. 

After spinning and stretching, 
the long fibres are twisted for 
greater strength, and spun into 
worsted yarn . .. then woven into 
a smooth fine cloth with the pat- 
tern and colors clearly showing.

“For example, if hay is available

Care must be taken, Dr. Bell 
said, when straw is used to aug- 
ment the hay supply. Oat, barléy 
(smooth awned or awnless) and 
wheat straw can be fed in high 
proportions to wintering cattle 
along with top quality hay. How- 
ever, with limited good green hay 
there may occur deficiencies in 
proteins, minerals and vitamin A 
and appropriate supplements 
should be used. 

Flax straw is of limited value 
even if supplemented and should 
not be ‘fed ‘if it contains many 
immature seeds unless it has been 
tested for toxicity. Rapeseed 
straw and cleanings have . been 
known to cause some trouble so 
should be used in limited amounts. 
Rye straw has practically no
